WASHINGTON, May 9. —A 
U. S. spy satellite has discover- 
ed that the seized intelligence 
ship USS Pueblo is no longer 
moored in the North Korean 
port of Wonsan. 

Photographs taken by one of 
the satellites that make regular 
sweeps over the Asian mainland 
revealed in the last two weeks
